GASOLINE FOR 25 HOURS; FLIER 
NOT R EPO RTED SINCE LEAV­ 
ING NEW FOUNDLAND 
New York, Oct. 23.—<U.R)—The third 
attem pt in history to fly the Atlantic 
single-handed appeared today to have 
ended in disaster. 
Little hope was held out this after­ 
noon th at Urban F. Diteman, Jr., the 
courageous M ontana cattlem an who 
started from H arbor Grace, N. F., yes 
terday with the announced intention 
of flying to London, could succeed in 
his purpose. 
Ditem an had estimated his gasoline 
would last for 25 hours. 
Long after 
that tim e had elapsed, persistent in 
quiry at all points elicited no news 
He was not reported since leaving 
Newfoundland at IO A. M. CST. yes 
terday. 
As night descended on 
the 
other 
side of the Atlantic, officials at Croy 
don airport, near London, ordered the 
lights turned on as a guide, but they 
considered the chances of Diteman' 
arriving there 1,000 to I. 
Points in England, Ireland, France 
and even the Azores 
kept 
anxious 
watch but their efforts 
w ent 
unre 
warded. 
It was feared Ditem an had come 
down at sea. as m any others had done 
before him in attem pting to fly the 
Atlantic. 
The only hope held out was 
th at he might have landed in some 
remote spot in the British Isles, or 
even France, but it was slight. 
His land plane had no wireless and 
could not sustain itself a t sea. 
The 
chances th a t the flier had been picked 
up by a ship without wireless were 
considered infinitesimal. 


Queenstown, Ireland, Oct. 23.—Wea 
ther conditions became distinctly un 
favorable for ocean flying tonight as 
authorities waited in vain for word of 
Urban F. D item an’s attem pted flight 
from Newfoundland to London.

EST. 
bound for London. 
Seventeen 
hours after the plane passed out of 
sight over the Atlantic, no word had 
been received of it. 
Diteman, 
whose 
thirty-odd 
years 
and his responsibilities of a 
family 
belied the impetuousness and daring 
of his attem pt, was confident th a t his 
gasoline supply would carry him to 
London within 25 hours. 
His sta rt 
w as unannounced and his destination 
was revealed only after he had taken 
off, in a note left to flying field offi­ 
cials. 
The Golden Hind started off in fair 
w eather but the lateness of the sea­ 
son and reports from England indi 
cated fog and cold along 
the 
path 
which the little-known flier was be 
lieved to have chosen. 
At 4 A. M. today reports from St. 
Johns indicated th a t 
strong 
winds 
still favored D item an’s flight although 
seaward the air was cold and foggy. 
Lack of news was not alarm ing in 
view of the fact that the monoplane 
was without a radio and since its 
course was understood to be slightly 
north of the regular ship channels. 
Ordinarily m ore than 40 large ocean 
liners are steam ing along the broad 
expanse between America and Europe 
but no reports of the sighting of the 
Golden Hind had been received early 
today. 
The Leviathan, Laconia and 
Berengaria are midway in the A tlan­ 
tic. 
D item an’s tiny monoplane was cap­ 
able of a m axim um speed of 125 miles 
per hour and a cruising speed of 110 
miles per hour. 
The craft is a Bar­ 
ling N. B. 3 open plane. 
His start was as inauspicious 
as 
that of Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh’s 
fam ous non-stop flight to Paris and 
his attempt was equally as romantic 
as the voyage of his illustrious ances­ 
tor. 
He is the father of two small child­

He told the six men and six women 
of the Jury that Miss Pringle matfe 
w w m , Abat sh* closed the door an# 
started scream ing and then tore his 
clothing. 
He testified he struggled 
with her and ultimately forced her 
out of the room. 
The jury weighed

against th at of Miss Pringle, a former 
Southern California co-ed, who said 
from the witness stand that Pantages 
took advantage of her desire to have 
her act booked on his theater circuit. 
She claimed th at Pantages lured her 
to "his mystery room” under the pre­ 
tense that he intended to 
give 
her 
stage work but instead made love to 
her und assaulted her. 
Pantages had testified that he did 
not 
consider 
giving 
Miss 
Pringle 
work on his vaudeville circuit because 
he thought her uct was vulgar and 
suggestive. 
"I’m just a little bit of dandruff try­ 
ing to get ahead,” Fitts read from the 
play, “The Prince of Hollywood.” 
“I think that's 
suggestive,” 
Pan- 
tages said. 
"’’ark your hips, your honor,” Pitts 
read. 
i b a t’s very suggestive,” Pantages 
said. 
“Now isn’t it a fact, Mr. Pantages, 
th a t every act you ever booked on 
your vaudeville circuit was m ore sug­ 
gestive than any of those lines?” Fitts 
asked. 
Superior Judge Charles Frlcke up­ 
held defense objections. 
A nother highlight was P an tag es’ re­ 
enactm ent of the m anner in which he 
claims he forced Miss Pringle from 
the conference room.

Great Lakes, the storm center m oved 
on toward ports In eastern states af­ 
ter battering Lake Michigan’s shores 
with the fiercest intensity in years, 
the weather bureau reported.

Correspondence Courses at State llnieersity 


M a n y people are not aware of the fact that we have a won­ 
derful store of correspondence courses in many subjects fostered 
by our State University. The cost is moderate, the service is com­ 
plete. 
In conversation the other day with N. A. Anderson, the 
field man of the University of Minnesota, we suggested provid­ 
ing the Dispatch with material elaborating this field of activities, 
and A. H. Speer, head of the Correspondence Study Department, 
General Extension Division, has given us some wonderful facts. 
Between 2,500 and 3,000 students scattered throughout the 
state of Minnesota and in other states are engaged at any given 
time in pursuing one or more courses of study in the University 
of Minnesota by means of correspondence. 
Subjects offered by 
the Correspondence Study Department of the General Extension 
Division range through all branches of knowledge except those 
in which laboratory work is required. 
This can not he provided 
by means of the mails. 
One of the principal new projects of the division for (he 
coming year will be the presentation of a series of club study pro­ 
grams, designed especially for Woman’s clubs but available for 
study clubs of any kind. A. H. Speer, director of the division, has 
had these prepared in response to a general demand for such a 
service by the University of Minnesota. 
These club courses of study are arranged to cover either 
twelve or sixteen sessions, but may be subdivided differently ho 
as to be taken up more slowly. 
Extensive lists of books go with 
each program, most of which can be found in the better local li­ 
braries. 
• 
Among the subjects will be “ Minnesota History,” prepared 
by Dr. Solon J. Buck and Elizabeth Hawthorn Buck. 
It will 
cover the state’s story from I he* standpoints of myth, legend, ge­ 
ology, exploration and settlement, lumber and mining, industry 
and education, political leaders and other personalities. 
A course entiled “ Famous Women,” dealing with tin1 history 
of the woman’s movement and the biographies of importan' 
women of today has been prepared by Mildred I). Mudgett, ad­ 
visor to women at Hamline University, and formerly a member 
of the sociology department at Minnesota. 
It goes back to Bibli­ 
cal times and covers the ancient period, the Middle Ages, the Re­ 
naissance, and other ages. Included will be a careful summary of 
woman’s endeavors in America since J SOO. 
Professor Tremaine McDowell of the University has pre­ 
pared a reading course entitled, “The Middle West in American 
Literature.” 
It will take up the literature attending the move­ 
ment of population from east to west, covering the frontier pe­ 
riod, the prairie, the old’Northwest in popular fiction, and many 
other topics. 
“The Romance of Chemistry,” by Professor Lillian Cohen, 
will touch on the practical and popular aspects of the dominant 
science in modern life and industry. 
“Prehistoric America,’ 
written by Professor D. Wallis, will tell what science' has learned 
of the age-long past of this continent. 
Scarcely anything stirs 
the imagination more than the report of prehistoric finds, Hie un­ 
earthing of skeletons, weapons and utensils. 
This as pc I of pad 
life in both North and South America will be the subject >f Dr. 
Wallis’ course. 
David H. Willson of the department of history has prepared 
a study course on “Modern India,” that land of fascination, splen­ 
dor and absurdity, and No Yong Park, traveler and lecturer, otic 
on “New China and Her Problems.” 
The course in “ Modern 
Plays,” a survey of the drama from 1800 to today, has been writ­ 
ten by Edgar Weaver of the department, of English. 
Other courses on which Mr. Speer expects to lay emphasis 
during the present year are those in insurance, library work, rail­ 
way traffic and rates, and in interior decoration. Tho Minnesota 
Association of Master Painters and Decorators has sponsored .he 
couse in decoration. Those in insurance are being given with the 
assistance of the Insurance Federation of Minnesota, of which E. 
A. Sherman is executive secretary. 
Subjects of the insurance courses are: Life insurance, 
a u- 
alty insurance and fire and marine insurance, 
in library work 
Miss Alma Penrose of the St. Cloud public library has prepared 
the course in Elementary Classification and that in Elementary 
Cataloging. 
Miss Margaret Greer, general librarian of Centra! 
High School, Minneapolis, is author of the elementary course iii 
reference work. 
Railway traffic and rates are subjects of the utm ost impor­ 
tance to every business man, governing, as they do, the location 
of most industries and being one of the chief factors iii determin­ 
ing whether they shall be operated at a profit or a loss. 
Profes­ 
sor Wayne E. Butterbaugh of (tie School of Business Administra­ 
tion will conduct the course in traffic law; Le*' Kuempel of the 
Minneapolis Traffic Association, Huff in elementary traffic prove 
dure, and C. C. Crellin the course in classification of freight, rates 
and tariffs. 
Minnesota correspondence students come I rom practically all 
of the 48 states and from the following American areas: Canal 
Zone, Guam, Hawaii, Porto Rico, the Philippines and the Virgin 
Islands. 
Last year there was a student in Siam. 
There also are 
correspondence enrollments in the District of Columbia. 
There 
are six registrations in California. Others are in Canada, Greece, 
Korea and Switzerland. 
Three new correspondence courses in Journalism have been 
added this year, one in the work of the country newspaper by 
Bruce McCoy,, one in Club Publicity and News Gathering, by 
Thomas Steward, and one in the Supervision of High School and 
College Annuals, by Fred L. Kildow. Other courses in journalism 
include those in Special Feature Articles and Reporting. 
Some of the other interesting courses, among hundreds of­ 
fered by the department, are those in Art Design, Metal and Jew­ 
elry Design, Public Speaking, Preventive Medicine and Public 
Health, Accounting, Business English and Correspondence, Busi­ 
ness Law, Salesmanship, Retail‘Advertising, Business Psychology, 
Machine Design and Shop Mathematics. 
Headquarters of the Correspondence' Study Department are 
maintained in the Administration Building on the Main Campus, 
University of Minnesota.
